COMBINED SANO AND SNOWSTORM. 
ItuUrouil Truffle Dolaytd In W..UHTI K.n-

KANSAS CITY, April 0.—The railroads 


have been battling with a new enemy 
in western Kansas and eastern Colorado 
since List Friday^iiight. It was* com- 
bination sand and snowstorm, which 
swept ovpr those regions, completely 
demoralizing train sehodrjes and caus- 
ing serious inconvenience and discom- 
fort to travelers. Tho flakes of snow 
ami particles of sand mingled and were 
driven across tho prairies at a terrific 
speed by tho gale, which blew incessant- 
ly for two duys. 


There was no loss of human life be- 
cause the storm was not accompanied 
by the usual degree of cold, bnt many 
cattlo aud horses in western Kuusus are 
reported to have been suffocated by the 
whirling clouds of sand. The sand and 
snow (llfod up the railroad cuts and 
buried the tracks. The snow melted 
and the sand settled down in a hard un- 
yielding muss. Rotary sucwplows und 
ull tho moduru. mechanical appliances 
for buttling with snowdrifts were use- 
loss agoiusc this new enemy and the 
ruin-Olid companies were compelled to 
engage men with picks and shovels to 
remove tho sand from tho track. 


Tho work was begun while the gale 
was still in progress, uud the suffering 
of the workmen is s;iid ro huvo been in- 
tense. Tho particles of sand driven by 
u (iO-niilo-nn-hour wind cut through the 
clothes of the men unrl perforated their 
skin liku knives. A few hours' work 
wus all tliat ii man could stand without 
socking shelter from tho blinding, suf- 
focating storm of sand. 


On boiiril the belated trains the con- 
dition of the traveler was not much bet- 
tor. 
Every door aud window was kept 


closed to shut out tho sand, yot it sifted 
in persistently until tho doors of the 
curs wore covered and everything wus 
gritty to the touch. Tho air in the 
curs bouame hot aud stilling and the 
passengers iti several instances were 
compelled to go without food.

TALK WITH 
TREASURY OFFICIALS.

WASHINGTON, April !).—Treasury offi- 


cials »re greatly dispirited over tho su- 
preme court's decision in the income 
tax case, and while admitting that they 
have no reliable date upon which to 
fom} <u> accurate estimate, thuy express 
the belief that the net result of the de- 
cision will be a lass of at l»ost 50 per 
cent in the receipts from incomes. In 
•one cities the loss will bo far greater 
than this, notably iu the city of Wash- 
ington, when) the loss is ox]>ected to 
reich TS per cent. Washington, how- 
ever, i* excoptioB;'.!'v a renting city. 


The proportion of rented houses in 
other citlM of tho country also is very 
large. In 1800, the rented houses in 
N«w York oity wus 04 per cent of tho 
whole. In Boston it was 81 par cent; in 
Brooklyn, 81, in Cincinnati, SO, and in 
Jwwy City, 81. In the oilier large 
oltlfi the percentages range do'.rn to as 
at Rochester. In New York city there 
w*re aoi.OfiU rented houses; in Philadel- 
phia, 157,803; in Chicago, 15t),560; in 
•rooiayn, ITO.O-IO. The total number 
•f noted houses in the United States in 
ItM was 1,120,487, which daring the 
iMt five years has nudonbtwUy increased 
Twy materially. Dwellings, however, 
repiMeat only a small port of the capi- 
tal tavutted in buildings of every char- 
acter which produce eucurmona rentals. 


Comparatively little was expected 


from interest on state, county and 
analcipal bonds, but the total Low, it 1* 
thought, will not fall short of 115,000,- 
000 or £30,000,000 for the ftrst year, and 
thii IOM is expected to increase rather 
than to diminish in luccoding years 
ihonld the law remain nnropealed.

twr«rme to refund taxes wrongfully ool- 
lected.

England is a creditor nation, 
and it can not be expected that she will 
voluntarily r.yrcs to accept hall the 
amount due l.er for the whole sum.

I do 
not only not oxpect the conference to ac- 
complish desirable results, but I think 
it a mistake for this country to have 
manifested auy desire for such a meet- 
ing. I am one of those who behove 
there is a big advantage to be gained by 
the United btiates in alone inaugurating 
a policy of free coinage of silver, and I 
fear the effect of the conference, if one 
is held, will be to dull interest in the 
question and thus injure the cause 
here."

RESEARCHES IN THE AIR. 


There An Million. <f Dnit l'»rtlole« X»« 


Cubto Foot. 


The air of a meeting room, tested in 


different places and at different times 
during the progress of the meeting, 
showed numbers of miaro-organisma 
varying from 185,000 to S, 600,000. The 
air near tho ground contained fewer 
than the air near the ceiling. For exam- 
ple, the air aome fonr feet from the 
ground contained 370,000 before the 
meeting and at the end of the meeting 
4.00,000, whilii near the ceiling the 
amount at the beginning of the meeting 
waa 8,000,000, and at the end of the 
meeting this had been increased to 
8,600,000. 


Air near n burning jet of gas showed 


the largest figures of all. Thus, in the 
Immediate vicinity of a bnnaen flame the 
gigantic number of 80,000,000 was 
found in a cubic centimeter, or 489,- 
000,000 per on bio inch. In Mr. Aitkm'a 
own words: "It does eeem strange tlmt 
there may ba aa many dust particles in 
one cubic inch of air of a room at night 
when the gas ia burning aa there aro 
inhabitants in Great Britain, and that 
in three cnbia inches of gases from a 
bnusen flnmo there are as many parti- 
cles as there are inhabitants of the 
•world." 


Possibly teats on the air of smoking 


looms wonld roveal still Creator num- 
bers. Mr. Aitkon has not ynt tested such 
air, bat he found that a cigarette 
smoker semis 4,000,000,000 particles, 
more or less, into the air with every 
puff be makes, —Qcntlemoi I's Magazine.

Tho account says: "It waa 
ill toriu, as woll aa could be discerned, 
of au enormous dog, of black color, the 
sight wlieruuf, together with the fearful 
flashes of nro which then were iioen, 
moved many minds to tho belief that 
the end of time had corao, and that 
doomsday was upon us. The- evil one, 
for ho it wns in such strange likeness, 
ran with extraordinary speed into that 
portion of tho church where tho major- 
ity of tho congregation was seated. In 
doing so it pulsed between two poraons 
who wero upon their knees iu tho atti 
rude of prayer, grasped and wrung the 
necks of both iu an instant, so that they 
died presently as they knelt. As he pass- 
ed by another he gavo him such a ,;rip 
on tho back that ho was drawn together 
and instantly hhruukcu up like a piece 
of leather scorched in a hot /ire. " 


Leaving thu church at Buligay, tho 


devil is said to liavo "flown with a 
groate iioiso and rustling" to the 
ohnrch at Blibery, seven miles nway.

after the events mentioned above, says 
that tho prints of the devil's claws 
whore he ran dowu the aisle of the Bun- 
gay church wero then still plainly to be 
seen.—St. Louis Republic

THAT IRON CROWN. 


T RESTS ON A VELVET CUSHION IN 


THE CATHEDRAL AT MONZA. 


It WM UMd In-.Crowning Thlrtr-fonr 


Monarch*—OanBletlnc Storlu of 1U Orl- 
(!• luid 4*mr««r—Other TreMUva* Owurd- 
•d IB thu Church at Hani*. 
"Let no other hand dare to touch it," 


•aid Napoleon as he placed tha iron 
crown upon his brow. 


It seems to have been • weaknera of 


he great Napoleon to crown himself, for 
10 alioyperformed the act iii tbe Cathe- 
dral of Notre Dame at Paris. In the one 
natance he rudely repulsed n bishop, 
and in the other a pope, who were about 
to place a crown upon his head. 


The mystery of the origin of the iron 


mown, the interesting history connect- 
ed with it, the noble—and ignoble— 
leads it has adorned, all make it an ob- 
ject of importance. 


Now, after crowning 34 monarchy it 


rests on a velvet cushion in a glasa cane 
In the cathedral at ilonzn, looked and 
Boalod and guarded. Only by the pay- 
ment of (1 can the curious obtain even 
a glimpse of it. It la composed of nix 
quadrangular pieces ol gold united by 
binges and is adorned with 22 gerna of 
various colors and 24 enameled jewels. 
Lining the inner part in the mnoh dis- 
puted atrip of iron. The popular tradi- 
tion that this strip is made out of a nail 
from the true cross is gradually becom- 
ing disbelieved, although the clergy 
still maintain the right of the strip to 
be considered holy. 


Tbe story is that Helena, the mother 


of Conatantine, found the nails with 
which Christ was crucified, and of one of 
them made a horseshoe and of the other 
a diadem. The diadem, all of gold, but 
lined in the interior with a thin strip 
of iron, was given by Pope Gregory the 
Great to Theodohnda, and by hor to the 
Church of San Giovanni Battista, which 
she had founded atMonza. There is an- 
other crown in the church given by 
Theodoliuda and called for her, but aa 
it is of gold and makes no claim to be- 
ing holy, b»iug simply a votive offer- 
ing, no particular interest attaahaa to it. 


Some writers say that the nail was 


not placed in the iron crown, but in the 
helm of CouEtautiue; that the lining 
strip of iron is simply a band to h< 'd 
tbe indexible crown in shape. It is only 
lince 1717 that the crown has been con- 
sidered a saorod relio, and discussions 
and suppositions have been advanced in 
regard to it. It is not mentioned in the 
reign of Theodohnda, nor until some 
centuries afterward. Those who oppose 
the idea that the lining atrip of iron IB 
the holy nail say that if it was, the Mil- 
anese would have resented with the 
sword the exiling of it a crown of straw, 
UB did Bafaol Toscana m bis verses: 
With iron bore (in Milan) they encirclo th*> 


brow, 


With straw in Mon.uv mid with glittering gold 


in Rome. 


There were other iron crowns in the 


history of the past, among them one 
made for Henry VII, in the form of a 
garland of laurels, ornamented with 
rich and precious stones, bat all of these 
have been lost or stolen, so that the one 
at Monzn alone remains. 


Between the years of 1859 and 1866 


the iron crown was absent from the lit- 
tle velvet cushion m&Ionza. It was car- 
ried off by tbo Anatrians, but was re- 
turned in 1800 to the king of Italy. 
The portraits of all the kings who have 
worn this crown are also preserved in 
the cathedral at Mouza. The last three 
were Charles V, at Bologna in 1030; 
Napoleon, May 20, 1805, in the famous 
pinnacled cathedral at Milan, and in 
the same place Ferdinand I, Sept. 6, 
1888. 


There are other treasures guarded in 


tbe church utMonza—chalices and holy 
vnsefi, gems and crowns of silver and 
gold. 
These ore venerated and wor- 


shiped, and many of them have been 
there since the time of Tbeodolinda but 
others have been placed there at differ- 
ent times by the Lombardian sovereigns. 
There was formerly a crown in the 
church that bad been given as a votive 
offering by Agilulfo, the hnsband of 
Theodolinda 
It contained the inscrip- 


tion, "Agilulfo, by the grace of God, 
glorious man and king of Italy, offering 
to San Giovanni in the church of Mon- 
»a." The inscription was noteworthy 
because in it was used for the first time 
the words "gratia Dei" (by the grace of 
God), which have since been adopted 
by all tbe sovereigns, 
This crown was 


melted and sold in 1804, the year before 
Napoleon was crowned with the iron 
orowru 


Napoleon founded on order of knight- 


hood and called it the Order of Iron 
Crown. 


Monza, the sleepy old town contain 


ing tbe cathedral that guards this his- 
toric crown, lies in the shadow of the 
Alps. Looking toward them one sees the 
snow glistening on their peaks. Torn 
ing in tbe opposite direction the pinna- 
cles of Milan's cathedral can be seen 
white and shining in the sunlight, 
while above the sky is blue, and at one's 
feet flows the peaceful Lambro. It ia a 
scene of quiet beauty and suggests no 
thoughts of stormy times and greatrevo- 
IntionB, and yet such have taken place 
in and about Monza, In late years many 
momentous questions of state have been 
settled here.—Chicago Record.

What may be called the milk radius 


extends, roughly speaking, 60 miles 
from Charing Cross. Outside this circle 
a certain amount of milk ia sent to 
town. It can be carried 150 miles and 
y*t make a profit, but considerations of 
time as well as money enter into the 
question, and for all practical purposes 
it may be said that a two hours' railway 
Journey is the most the milk has to un- 
dergo before arriving at its destination. 
The milk train is a familiar sight at 
most of the main line stations in the 
metropolis, and its unloading, contrived 
ill an amazingly short spaoa of time by 
porters whom muoh practice has made 
skillful in handling the heavy cans, is 
well worth watching. There are two 
deliveries every day. The evening milk- 
ing appears at our breakfast tables; the 
morning milking dilutes our afternoon 
tea. It is supposed to be refrigerated be- 
fore it starts on its journey for better 
keeping, but iu a good many cases this 
formality is dispensed with, aud it is 
poured straight from the milking pail 
into tho can without being treated in 
any way. According to all accounts, 
there is very little "treating" of auotber 
sort at the fountain head. Whatever 
adulteration there may be, aud it is a 
matter for congratulation that it grows 
less day by day, is done after the milk 
arrives iu town. It does not, as o.rnle, 
pass through the hands of only oue mau 
before it gets to the customer. There is 
the eternal middleman to ba reckoned 
with. Unless a dairyman is "doing," 
say, 20 cans a day be will have a 
difficulty in making a contract with the 
producer, so he must buy his milk in 
London from ouo of the wholesale deal- 
ers. None of these, and there aro a good 
many companies among them, are whole- 
sale dealers only. They all have milk 
"walks" of their own, and most of 
them possess farms, from which their 
customers fondly imagine, if they know 
no better, that their private supplies 
come. It U safe to say that in soaroe a 
Mingle instance is this tho case. They 
are merely middlomou and can no more 
guarantee the excellence of the milk 
they sell than the man with ouo cart, 
who vary likely obtains his supplies 
from ouo or other of them. 


Of course tho middleman here, in milk, 


as ill everything else, gets the lion's 
share of tho profits. The consumer pays 
just twice as much aa it costs to lay 
down at a London railway station. 
Eightpence a gallon is tho average figure 
which the fanner receives for the car- 
riage paid milk; fonrponce a quart (8 
cents) is tha average price which the 
consumer pays to his milkmau—a price 
which allows him a very substantial 
margin for expenses—that ia, assuming 
he is content to leave it iu the state of 
virgin purity in which it quitted Its na- 
tive meads. If nut, there is quite a sim- 
ple way of increasing tho bulk of the 
milk and tho profits. Ho does not add 
water to it; that is a method absolutely 
out of date, not because tbo conscience 
of the milkman has grown more tender, 
but because it is a hazardous proceed- 
ing, which, sooner or later, ends in the 
police court and grievous flues. Tho en- 
terprising milkman who would satisfy 
the inspector aad impose on his cus- 
tomers mcrdy adds separated milk to 
the genuine article, and provided he is 
not too grasping the lactometer will 
hold him guiltless. Sunday is the occa- 
sion when most adulteration takes place, 
partly because more milk is required on 
that day, while cows aru not more kind, 
mid partly no doubt because the inquisi- 
tive inspector is less abroad. Apropos of 
this, there can be uo doubt that the le- 
gal standard is at present far too low, 
and it is to be hoped that the commit, 
tee which lately eat to consider tho 
question of food adulteration, and which 
will doubtless be reappointed ucxt ses- 
sion, will recommend the adoption of a 
higher standard. If this bo done, farmer 
as well as consumer will benefit.—Pall 
Mall Budget

It I* a Ceremonial TOmt £xteu<]fi Through 


. the l£utire Daj. 


"Korea, tha country which caused all' 


the troubla between China and Japan, 
has many queer social customs," said 
J. A. Merrill, "and I remember going 
to a banquet given by a member of the 
foreign office there, which, iu many re- 
spects, was quite unique. The guests 
arrived long before the dinner honr, for 
in Korea an affair of this kind lasts all 
day, and were ushered into a pavilion 
adjacent to the one in which the dinner 
was to bo served. After several half 
boars had boen whiled away in smoking 
and in conversation the dinner was at 
last announced, and we were summoned 
into the other hall. 


"As soon as we had entered the offi- 


cials began to divest themselves of some 
of their clothing, for parts of a native's 
wearing apparel seriously incommode 
him in taking food. We took our places 
at a large rectangular table, which was 
heaped with food of all kinds in brazen 
dishes of hemispherical shape. For the 
first course we had soup and sul, which 
is a kind of wine, and for the second the 
waiters handed around some cf the oth- 
er dishes which stood on t.ie table. 
These contained meats of various kinds

yellow slices. At this juncture there en- 
tered several Korean singing girls, clad 
in tha gaudiest costumes, and whose 
business it was to make themselves gen- 
erally agreeable when at a banquet, for 
they constitute all the female society 
that there is iu that country. Their sing- 
ing was not what an American wonld 
call, good, uor was their dancing, but 
their conversation and presence certain- 
ly added a zost to the occasion.

SHILOH'S BATTLE FIELD 


Visited bv Veterans From 
Both 


North and South 


81d« by Bid* They Walk Over the Field 
Upon Which »oM»ny Sled 


Col I T Moore, of the 54th O V 


I , which took part In the battle of 
Sblloh is among the veterans of the 
late war who were over that famous 
battle Held during the reunion and 
under date of Friday, April fltb, 
writes of bis walk over the battle 
field on tbat day 


I have located the place where our 


regiment made Its first stand—where 
tbe brigade formed three squares and 
re formed a line of battle which was 
held against three times our number,' 
from 8 a m to 4 p m , Sunday, April 
(ith, 1862 
I am now standing on or 


near the ground where Lyman Means, 
of Wapakooeta, and Joseph Ward 
and J H Marshall, of Lima, were 
severely wounded, and Joseph Mc- 
Taggart, Comrades Lusk and Lath 
rop and others of my company were 
killed 


Confederate General Steward and 


other Confederates with me are ask 
ing many questions as to our posi- 
tions, numbers, etc , at this particu 
lar place. He said General J B 
Breckenrldge commanded the divis- 
ion on right of Confederate army 
which we fought 
When I suggested 


that he might have moved forward 
on our right, as there were not a Fed- 
eral soldier for three fourths (if a 
mile to oppose him, he said they did 
not know this and also claimed tnat 
Breckenridge did not use all his 
troops against our brigade 
He could 


not have used them against any oth- 
er troops unless he had divided them 
and moved three fourtbs of a mile to 
his left, but this he did not do An 
intelligent Confederate asked me If 
1 did not honestly believe we were 
completely whipped on Sunday, April 
8th, 1862 
I said we were except the 
last line, formed about 6 p m , which 
they could not break, and that turned 
the tide of victory Into defeat 


I was at the place where A Sidney 


Johnflon was wounded, also where he 
died 
Gov Ha™is, who was with 


him at the time, seeing he looked 
very pale as he rode along, asked him 
If he was sictt 
He said he was shot, 


and ordered them to notify General 
Beauregard 
Johnson was 
then 


helped from bis horse and placed un- 
der a large oak tree, where he soon 
afterward died. 
His death turned victory into de- 


feat 
The news was rapidly commun- 


icated to tbe whole rebel army and It 
seemed to paralyze it 
It did but 


little fighting after his death 


I was at General Sherman's head- 


quarters Sunday morning, April 6th, 
1862, and near Sblloh church, where 
I burled his orderly, who was killed 
at the first fire Sunday morning 
Sherman directed where and how I 
'should bury him, between two small 
oak trees, one of which bad Its top 
shot off. J was out to the Sbiloh 
church yesterday afternoon, where 
General Wheeler and a Confederate 
captain spoke, a'so Generals Frentlss 
(who was taken prisoner with his 


whole brigade at Shiloh, on Sunday) 
aad Don oarlot Buell
